Ez HI Si is a. creature ſo officious, that will ws known: to every 
one at one time or other, ſo buſie, and fo impudent, thar it 


and e withal, that it fears not to trample on the beſt, and affects 


nothing ſo much as a crown; feeds and lives very high, and that makes 
it ſo ſaucy, as to pull any one by the ears that comes in his way, and 
will never be quiet till it has drawn blood : it is troubled at nothing ſo 
much as at a man that (crarches his head, as Knowing that man is of wa 
ting 
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will be intruding itſelf in every one's company, and ſo proud 
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ting and contriving ſome miſchief againſt it, and that makes it often. 
times ſculk into ſome meaner and lower place, and run behind a man's 
back, though it go very much againſt the hair ; which ill conditions of 
ir having made it better known than truſted, wok] exempt me from 
making any further deſcription 'of it, did not my faithful Mercwry, 
my microſcope, bring me other 3 of it. For it has diſcover- 
ed to me, by means of a very bright light caſt on it, that it is a crea- 
ture of a very odd ſhape; it has a head ſhap'd like that expreſſed in 

Plate XLII, marked with A, which ſeems almoſt conical, but is a 
little flatted on the upper and under ſides, at the biggeſt part of which, 
on either fide behind the head (as it were, being the place where other 
creatures ears ſtand) are placed its two black {hining goggle eyes B B, 
looking backwards, and fenced round with ſeveral ſmall cilia "hairs 
that incompaſs it ſo that it ſeems this creature has no very good fore- 
ſight: It does not ſeem to have any eye- lids, and therefore perhaps its 
eyes were ſo placed, that it might the better cleanſe them with its fore.. 
legs; and perhaps this may be the reaſon, why they (6 much avoid and 
run from the light behind them; for being made to live in the ſhady 
and dark receſſes of the hair, TE thence prob: ably their eyes having 
a great aperture, the open and clear light, eſpecially that of the ſun, 
muſt needs very much offend them ; to bc; ire theſe eyes from ang 
any injury from the hairs through whiche' it palles, it has two horns that 
grow, before it, in the place 0 one would have thought the eyes 

ſhould be; each of theſe C C hath four joints, which are fringed, as 
were, wth ſmall briſtles, from which to the tip of its ſnout D, the 
head ſeems very round and tapering, ending in a very ſharp noſe D 


which ſeems to have a {mall hole, and to be the paſſag ige through w hich. 


he ſucks the blood. Now whereas if it be plac'd on its Eng with its 


belly upwards, as it is in the Plate, it ſeems i in ſeveral poſitions " 


h. ave 
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have a Nader of chaps, or jaws, as is repreſented in the plate by 
E E, yet in other poſtures thoſe dark ſtrokes diſappear; and having 


kept ſeveral of them in a box for two or three days, ſo that for all that 


time they had nothing to feed on, I found, upon letting one Creep. on 
my hand, that it immediately tell to ſucking, and did neithe leem to 


thruſt its noſe very deep into the skin, or open any kind of mouth, 
but I could plainly perceive a {mall current of blood, which came di- 


rectly from its ſnout, and paſt into its belly, and about A there ſeem'd 


a contrivance, ſomewhat reſembling a pump, pair of bellows, or heart, 


for by a very ſwift 5 ſtole and diaſtole the blood ſeem'd drawn from 


the noſe, and forced into the body. It did not ſeem at all, though 
1 viewed it a good while as it was ſucking, to thruſt more of its noſe 


into the skin than the very ſnout D, nor did it cauſe the leaſt diſcernible 


pain, and yet the blood ſeem d to run through its head 1 very quick and 
freely, ſo that it ſeems there is no part of the skin but the blood is di- 
ſpers d into, nay, even into the chic; for had it thruft its whole 
noſe in from D to C C, it would not laws amounted to the ſuppoſed 
thickneſs of that tegument, the length of the noſe being not more than 
a three hondredeh part of an inch. It has ſix legs, covered with a 


very tranſparent ſhell, aud jointed exactly like a crab's, or lobſter's 


each leg is divided into fix parts by thele joints, and thoſe have "0 


and there ſeveral in: all hairs; and at the end of each leg it has two 


claws, very properly adapted for its peculiar uſe, being chereby inabled 


to walk very ſecurely both on the skin and hair: and indeed this con- 


trivance of the feet 1s very curious, and could not be made more com- 
modioully and compendioully, for performing both theſe requiſite mo- 


tions; of walking and climbing up the hair of a man's head, than it is;

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when it walks on the skin the ſhorter touches not, and then the feet are 
the ſame with thoſe of a mite, and ſeveral other ſmall inſets, but by 
means of the ſmall joints of the longer claw it can bend it round, and 
ſo with both claws take hold of a hair, in the manner repreſented in 


the Plate, the long tranſparent cylinder F F F, being a man's hair held 


by it. 


THE thorax ſeem' d cas d with echet kind- of ſubſtance than the 
belly, namely, with a thin tranſparent horny ſubſtance, which 1 upon 
the faſting of the creature did not grow flaccid ; through this 1 could 


i plainly ſee the blood, ſuck d from my hand, to be variouſly diſtribut- 


ed, and mov'd to and fro; and about G there ſeem d a pretty big 5 


white ſubſtance, which fro” d ro be moved within its thorax ; 3 
er. 


there appear d very many ſmall milk-white veſſels, which croſt ov 


the breaſt between the legs, out of which, on either ſi de, were many 


ſmall branchings z theſe ſeem'd to be the veins and arteries, for th: at 
which is 3 to blood 1 in all inſects is mill-white. 


TAE belly is vel with acranſparen lubſtance likewiſe, but more 


reſembling a skin than a ſhell, for tis grain d all over the belly juſt 1 


like the skin in the palms of a man's hand, and when the belly is 
empty, grows very flaccid and wrinkled ; at the upper end of this 


is placed the ſtomach H H, and perhaps al the white {pot 14 may 


be the liver or pancreas which by the periſtaltick motion of the guts, 
is a little mov d to and fro, not with a ſyſtole and diaſtole, bur rather 
with a thronging or juſtling motion. Viewing one of theſe creatures, 


after it had faſted rwo days, all che hinder part was lank and flaccid, : 


and the white ſpot 1 1 hardly mov'd, molt of the white branchings

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diſappear d, and moſt alſo of the redneſs or ſacked blood j in the guts, 


the periſtaltick motion of which was ſcarce diſcernible; but upon the 
ſuffering it to ſuck, it preſently fill d the skin of . belly, and of 
the ſix ſcolop'd emboſments on either ſide, as full as it could be 
ſtuft; the ſtomach and guts were as full as they could hold; the 


periſtaltick motion of the guts grew quick, and the juſtling motion of 


{ I accordingly ; multitudes of milk-white veſſels ſeem'd quickly filled, 
and turgid, which were perhaps the veins and arteries, and the creature 
was fo greedy, that though it could nor contain more, yer it continued 


ſucking as faſt as ever, and as faſt emptying it ſelf behind: the digeſt- 


ion of this creature muſt needs be very quick, for though 1 perceived 
the blood thicker and blacker when ſuck d, yet, when in the guts, it 
was of a very lovely ruby colour, and that part of it, which was digeſt- 
ed into the veins, ſeem d white ; whence it appears, that a further 


_ digeſtion of blood may make it milk; at leaſt of a reſembling colour:

As theſe vermin are natural to the bodies of the human . 


fo likewiſe, moſt birds of different kinds, ſome ſorts of fiſh, and many 
kinds of quadrupeds have their particular forts of fleas, and lice, proper 
and peculiar to themſelves, and maniteſtly differing from each other. 
Sergntor Redi, having delineared ſome of theſe : ; I think it will not 
be foreign to the Subject, to relate the 8 (he tell us) he 
made, by the n of a great many experiments. 


7 N the hawk (fare he) re obſerved three diſtinct forts of fleas, and 


as many in the turkeys hen ; in the wild-duck four : in the ſwan, wild- 
ole keſtrel and > Han two: Yer it muſt be allow'd that there i;

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à ſort of birds that have either the ſame ſort of flea, or ſome thar are 


very like them. The golden-eagle, and the bird by the Italians 
call'd vaccaio from its keeping company with cows, as well as the 
keſtrel, have very large ones : which laſt named bird hath alſo another 


fort of fleas no ways diftering in ſhape from thoſe of the raven, but 


of another colour ; and the raven others very like the lefler ſort of lice 


found 1 upon the Nel. Some of the buſtard's fleas, if view'd at a diſt- 
ance, very much reſemble thoſe found upon the egret. On the wood- 
pecker and chaffinch 1 have ſeen fleas relembling thoſe of the ſtarling, 
and on the wild-duck of the larger kind, much the ſame ſort of fleas 
with thoſe of the wild- gooſe. In the fe: thers of a crane are to be 


found neſts of white 72h marked, as it were with arabic or algebraic 


characters. Farther, it is rem: arkable that the bigneſs of each bird's 
fleas bears not adequate propor ion to the bign els X the birds they are 


found upon; but amongſt che larger kind of birds may be found a

Ir you view fleas when upon . 1 chere 1 is not the leaſt ap- 
pearance of a mouth to be diſcovered, bur if you turn them upon their 


backs, you may diſcern the ſituation of their mouth plac! d on the un- 
derſide of the proboſcis or trunk, in the form of a pair of pinchers, 
much reſembling that of the wood-louſe. In a word, there is ſuch a 
wonderful variety of fleas of diſtinct forts, fo ſtr. angely different one 
from another, that thought it much better to exhibit em drawn upon 


copper Plates than to give che reader A long and tedious deſcription of 


them. As to their colour, tis generally Ts fame, or very near that 


of the feathers of che birds on which they are found. Tis true I 
muſt own I'm of opinion ( which L Experience countenancerh Y that fleas 


when 
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when they are firſt bred out of nits are white ; but, as they grow 
bigger, by degrees aſſume other colours, yet ſo che; prelerving the tranſ- 
parency of their bodies. By the help of a microſcope, the motion of 


their entrails, and circulation of their juices may very plainly be 


diſcerned. 


Or hb larger kind of Spiders, Plate (XXXV, ): Morten tell us 
ſhe found very many on the tree Guajava, in which they make neſts, 
repreſenting a caterpiller s web. They are cover d all over with hair, 
arm'd beſides with ſharp pointed teeth, with which they give danger- 


ous wounds, infuſing ſome liquid matter from them at the ſame time. 


5 Piſmires are their common food ; in ſcarcity of which they take the 
little birds out of their neſts, and iel out all the blood of their little 
bodies. They ſh& their coats now and then, uſt as caterpillers do, 


yet were never obſerv'd to change into the volatile kind. I take this 


Spider to be che male to 2 5 173. 
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
